REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1905 


To the Citizens of Brookfield: 


For your information as to school work the past year, 
we beg leave to present the following. 


We have endeavored to use the school funds so as to 
give the scholars the best advantages within our means. 
We are aware that we are ‘‘mortals” like other people, 
and while we thank all for their co-operation in this most 
important work, we earnestly exhort all to give more at- 
tention to this great and important work of preparing 
our youth for future usefulness among mankind. 


If you wish to see your town hold its rank in our com- 
monwealth, your first duty is to see that good morals 
and education be carefully given to our scholars. If you 
find yourselves obliged to curtail in any of your expenses, 
let it be for your incidental expenses for things that are 
neither necessary nor profitable: but don’t starve the 
scholars intellectually or morally. Intelligence and 
good morals go hand in hand. 


We ask parents to be careful not to listen to tale-tell- 
ing; please remember that if you find it perplexing to 
look after a family of two or three children, what must 
it be for a teacher with from twenty to thirty-five, espec- 
tally if the scholars have parents sharply condemning 
the acts of the teacher. Please remember that teachers 
are largely human as well as other people. 


We bave had some excellent teachers, whose schools 
furnished commendable examples of good order and pro- 
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gress. Some others did not awaken a full measure of 
interest, and we could only credit them with success In a 
different degree.
